REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my first annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 

During the brief time that it has been my privilege to 
serve the Newfields School District, I have been im- 
pressed by the keen interest shown in education. It is 
very commendable that the community is alert to educa- 
tional problems of this post war era. 


AS 


The most important factor in the school is the teacher. 
We are faced with an acute teacher shortage which is 
likely to continue for some time to come. If competent 
teachers are to be secured and held, adequate salaries 
must be paid. I know of no better investment that the 
Newfields School District can make, than an upward 
revision of its salary scale in line with present living 
costs. 

The report of the school nurse, Mrs. Sheehy, shows 
that the health and general welfare of the pupils are 
being constantly observed and essential corrective meas- 
ures taken. Cooperation of parents and teachers in 
promoting the health program is essential. 

The long active Parent-Teacher Association in New- 
fields is a valuable asset to the community. There is no 
better way to secure understanding and harmony be- 
tween parents and teachers than through the work of 
this organization. 'The numerous instances of active 
support of the school are too well known to innumerate, 
and its continued contributions to the welfare of: the 
community are greatly needed. 

The tables that follow this report contain information 
which should be of interest to every parent and citizen. 
They compare the enrollment, cost of elementary edu- 
cation, and attendance record in Newfields with similar 
facts from the other towns in Union No. 16. I commend 
these to your attention. 

I conclude this report with the following paragraph 
which is pertinent to the future education of every com- 
munity: 

Now that the war is over and the nation is confronted 
with the problem of reconversion, the public schools 
must likewise make many readjustments in the days 
ahead. Today there is a mounting tide of sentiment in 
behalf of better education. We have entered upon a 
new age in the history of man. With weapons now in 
his hands which can obliterate nations from the face

of the earth, man is literally forced to get along with 
his fellow men. A high level of universal education is 
indispensable to the solution by this country, or any 
other, of such basic problems as good citizenship, full 
employment, and group relationship. The American 
people have had a great faith in education. Today they 
must have an even broader vision. The kind of educa- 
tion we provide today will, more than anything else, 
determine our future. Teachers will do their part but 
they seek, and they need, the active cooperation of every 
individual. It is essential that increased interest in and 
understanding of the objectives and activities of the 
school program be accepted ‘as a personal responsibility 
by every citizen of this community.

Most of the corrective work for the 1944 physical 
examination was done during the winter. and spring 
terms of 1945.

All children are weighed and measured during the 
spring, fall and winter terms. | 

There have been no contagious diseases in the school 
this school year. 

The children are enjoying their one-half pint of milk 
in school. Children who have their lunches in school 
are having a hot bowl of soup to eat with their sand- 
wiches. This greatly helps the children who come so 
early on the bus. There has been a marked gain in 
weight and their health has been improved. 

The usual dental clinic was held last March and 


ol 


April for all school children. Eighteen attended and 
had complete dental work done. All children should 
either go to their own dentist or attend the dental clinic 
each year. No child should wait until he has a tooth- 
ache before going to the dentist. The Parent-Teacher 
Association sponsored the dental clinic, cod liver oil, 
and hot lunches. The Red Cross gave $50 toward the 
lunch equipment. Leslie Hayden, Kenneth Barton and 
Edward Kendall gave of their time to install the sink 
and drain boards in the lunch room. 

Cod liver oil is given in school to several children 
who are in need of it. 

A diphtheria toxoid clinic was held in the fire house 
for all pre-school children and school children in the 
first four grades. Eleven pre-school children and 12 
school children were innoculated. Dr. Max Baker and 
Mrs. Rose Behan, R. N., were in attendance. ° 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank our super- 
intendent, Mr. Coleman, the School Board, the teachers, 
the parents, the Parent-Teacher Association, the Red , 
Cross and friends for their cooperation and wonderful 
help with my work.

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PREVENT FOREST FIRES —IT PAYS 

An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year de- | 
stroying many thousand dollars worth of property of 
all description. It costs many additional thousands 
of dollars and requires valuable man hours, taken from 
other essential work, to extinguish them. These losses 
affect the. personal fortunes of the owners, and town 
and state economies. Everyone loses because: of them. 

Analysis of fire causes reveals the fact that more 
than 98 per cent of all forest fires are, consistently, 
the result of human carelessness and are preventable! 


We have been extremely fortunate during the past 
few years. Favorable fire weather and war-time re- 
strictions on travel which kept people off the highways 
and out of the woods have aided materially in reduc- 
ing fire risks, keeping fires fewer and fire losses low. 


We now face changed conditions. People can travel 
freely. Their love for travel and the freedom of the 
woods will bring them out in ever-increasing numbers. 
This will step up the fire risks materially. The accel- 
erated cutting of the war years has resulted in ad- 
ditional thousands of slash acres. These factors, com- 
bined with a possible dry season and human ¢areless- 
ness could easily produce a catastrophe. Everyone 
must, consequently, be on his guard. He should 


1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or near 
woodlands.

2. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden and 
his deputies by 


a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restric- 
tions it may be necessary to impose. They 
are intended only to be helpful. 


b. Securing permits to burn debris when the 
ground is not covered with snow. 


-e. Seeing that others comply with the require- 
ments. 


d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assistance 
when needed. 


If these few fundamental practices are followed it 
will be possible to PREVENT a large proportion of 
FOREST FIRES from starting. — that PAYS!
